The procedure In filing a peti- 


tion is determined by the county 
clerk. Some clerks require can- 
didates to file personally. Others 
stipulate filing by mall. 


County"' Clerk" Schrock requires 


the latter to avoid any pile-up of 
candidates at the door of his office 
•s the first date to file for the Ap- 
ril primaries nears.

Schrock said in some counties re 


quiring personal filing, candidates 
or their agents park themselves for 
days on the doorstep of the county 
clerk's office. 


For the April primaries, he 


added, agents of candidates al- 
ready are planted near such of- 
fices in nome counties. 


They sit outside day and night 


until the time of filing. Food Is 
brought to them.

According to -Schrock, Lee coun- 


ty persons seeking nomination in 
the April primaries must file peti- 
tions not later than Jan. 25 at 5 
p.m. nor earlier than Jan. 18 at

The filing' procedure in Lee 


county Is as follows. 


(1) Petition must be filed by 


mail. 


(2) They must be enclosed in 


plain envelopes bearing no return 
address or markings of any kind, 
with the exception of the office to 
which they are directed, that of 
the county clerk. 


(8) Petition must not be mailed 


«o as to be received in the county 
clerk's office prior to Jan. 18, at 
8 a.m.

Balky congressional Demo- 
crats threatened today—with 
some Republican help—to re- 
write President Eisenhower's 
program of flexible farm price 
supports. 


The program, which went to con- 


gress Monday, was backed staunch- 
ly by Republican leaders. There 
was some GOP opposition, how- 
ever, and some suggestions for 
changes. 


If Democrats could muster most 


of their members, as seemed like- 
ly, they would need only a few 
GOP votes in the closely divided 
congress to retain the rigid, high- 
level price props. 


Eisenhower's other principal rec- 


ommendation—the "insulation" of 
existing regular markets—gained 
rather widespread backing.

Mindful of November's elections 


to_deke,rnune, conixoLof- congress, 
some Democrats made it clear 
they believe they have an issue on 
which they can blast the Republi- 
cans in the nation's farm areas. 


Sen. Humphrey (D-Mmn) who Is 


up for reelection, said in a state- 
ment Eisenhower had 
"broken 


fiath" with the farmers by a pr.o- 
gram likely to prove little more 
than "an expensive dud."

urged by the President. He said: 


I do not believe the flexible 


price slipport provisions suggested 
n the President's message are a 
workable device for maintaining 
the present price levels of 90 per 
cent for basic products." 


Rep. Rayburn (D-Tex), the house

Monday that liaison officers meet 
at Panmunjom Wednesday to dis- 
cuss resumption of preliminary po- 
litical talks to set up an over-all 
Korean peace conference. 


Young sent the Red request to 


Washington and the decision was 
made by the State department 
there. 


The preliminary conference was 


broken off Dec. 12 when U. S. Spe- 
cial Envoy Arthur Dean walked 
out after Red negotiators had ac- 
cused the United States of "per- 
fidy." 


Earlier, India offered the Korean 


repatriation commission a secret 
plan for solving the tense war 
prisoner problem after the group 
turned down a Swedish proposal to 
free all POWs as civilians Jan. 23. 


India voted against it with the 


•Comnfuntst Czech' and Polish dele- 
gates against the Swedes and the 
Swres. 


After hearing the new Indian 


sroposal the commission adjourn- 
ed until Thursday. 


The defeated Swedish proposal 


paralleled Allied demands that the 
22,500 prisoners be released as 
ivilians after midnight Jan. 22. 


The Reds insist they be held until 
a Korean peace conference dis- 
cusses their fate.

4 Battles Over Site 


Of Talks; Fear Stalemate 


BERLIN <ff>—The continuing deadlock between representatives of 


the three Western powers and the Russians over a site for the projected 
Big Four foreign ministers meeting raised Allied concern today as to 
whether the conference would come off at all. 


The failure of the talks between 


the four Berlin commandants on 
arrangements to produce any re- 
sults thus far posed a genuine 
threat to the scheduled Jan. K 
opening of the big parley, some 
Western sources said. 


One competent diplomat assert- 


ed that further failure to reach 
agreement would pose the natural 
question: "Do the Russians want 
the meeting at all?" He added it 
was too early to answer this ques- 
tion but "it is already rearing its 
ugly head." 
' 


The third, meeting of the four 


commandants wound up early this 
morning after 11 hews of fruitiest 
talk. The West^maintained its po- 
sition that at least three-fourths 
of (he ministers' meetinfi would 


have to be held in the Allied Con- 
trol Authority building in the U. S. 
sector of the four-power city. The 
Russians stubbornly insisted on a 
bigger share to be conducted in 
their sector. 


After 24 hours of conversations, 


both sides were reported "miles 
apart." 


The U. S. High Commission In- 


dicsted that regardless of the cur- 
rent tie-up, Secretary of State Johh 
Foster Dulles is proceeding on the 
premiss that the parley will not 
founder on this level. A spokes* 
nun said the secretary's office 
has sent word he < would Ike hen

"I intend to find out how, where, 


when and to whom the money was 
paid," O'Brien said.

Republican Senators Meet;

50 Missing 


Police said that more" than 50 


of the victims of the Vorarlberg 
disaster were missing in the vil«, 
age of Blons. Twenty-three houses 
n the town, near the Swiss fron- 
ier, were covered by huge series 
if snowslides Monday. 
The 
avalanches 
blocked the 


mall Ltuzbach River and many 
f the missing were feared drowned 
n the dammed-up waters. 


The other 50 persons listed as 
ead or missing were from scat- 
ered villages in Vorarlberg Prov- 
nce, police said. The reports in- 
dicated that the sudden avalanches 
may add up the the nation's worst 
snow disaster. Three years ago 
more than 124 people' were buried 
alive in a similar catastrophe. 


Threat Mounts 


The 
threat appeared 
to 
be 


mounting throughout most of the 
mountain area. 
Rising tempera- 


ures weie melting the snow, bring- 
ng the danger/ of fresh disasters. 
The slides cut a wide swathe of 


death and destruction through tiny 
illages in the Austrian Tyrol, the 
Javarian Alps, northern Italy and 
Switzerland. 


Thousands of foreign 
tounsts 


and winter sports fans were iso- 
lated. 


At least 12 people were*, buried 


under the wreckage of the station 
at Dalaas. on the Arlberg Pass 
loute, when a 600-foot-wide snow 
slide thundered down. Six others 
sleeping in compartments of a pas- 
senger train stalled nearby were 
dug out alive. 


Five more were reported buned 


at Fuegenberg in the Ziller Val- 
ley.

Proposes Federal 
Law for Effective 
Control of Rabies 


URBANA — Illinois legislators 


took * step in the right direction 
this year in pawing a uniform 
rabies control law for the state. 


However, Dr. R. E. Witter of the 


college of veterinary medicine at 
the University of Illinois feels that 
the only complete solution to the 
rabies problem is to have a uni- 
form federal program. Several for- 
eign countries have adopted such 
programs and are no longer both- 
ered by rabies. 


Under the new law, each county 


in the'state must appoint a licensed 
veterinarian as a rabies inspector. 
He must see that all dogs in his 
county are vaccinated against ra- 
bies each year. The first vaccina- 
tion must be completed by June 1 
of this year. After that, all stray 
dogs not wearing a vaccination tag 
will be picked up, confined for at 
least seven day and then disposed 
of. 


If a rabies outbreak threatens in 


any part of the state, the State De- 
partment of Agriculture can quar- 
antine that area. If you don't vac- 
cinate Rover, keep him in the 
house or in a pen, leashed or muz- 
zled. Otherwise you can be fined 
up to $100.

Silage Can Solve 
Shortage of Hay 


URBANA~If you have a limited 


amount of haj\ you can feed plen- 
ty of corn or grass silage to your 
dairy cows and still maintain high 
milk production. 


L. R. Fryman, extension dairy 


science specialist at the University 
of Illinois, says cows^can be fed 
five or more pounds of" corn silage 
daily for each 100 pounds of body 
weight. 


When you feed this amount, he 


recommends feeding a grain mix- 
ture containing at least 15 per cent 
protein. 
One per cent steamed 


bonemeal or dicalcium phosphate 
should also be fed in the ration or 
else self-fed in a simple mineral 
mixture. 


If you feed large amounts of 


grass silage, you won't need to in- 
crease the protein in the ration.

crease the rate of feeding grain to 
maintain body weights 


Fryman says large amounts of

And 
it will bnng 35,000 dancers from 
all over America to Dallas in April 
for the three-day National Square 
Dance Convention. 


In the same square the wife of 


an executive "promenades" with 
a clerk from her husband's office. 
In another, a truck driver and a 
millionaire swing their partners to 
the "Flop Eared Mule." 


Watch as the squares go through 


t h e i r intricate maneuvers and 
there's a smile on the face and a 
look in the eye of the dancer that 
belies description.

Ike's Middle-of-Road Policy 


Matches Nation's Mood 


President Eisenhower's first state of the union message 


was a thoughtful expression of his middle-of-the-road philos- 
ophy of government. 


He believes that under recent Democratic administra- 


tions the federal government had grown much too big and 
had taken far too strong a managerial hand in the individual 
American's affairs. 


So the president would return to the states and the local 


organizations as much as possible of the administration and 
operation of programs affecting the citizenry. He would put 
control at the level where the problems exist and are best 
understood. 


At the same time, through the medium of tax reductions 


and similar adjustments, he would widen the individual's 
control over the money he earns.

Mr. Eisenhower also would introduce business-tax and 


incentive policies to encourage the further growth of indi- 
vidual and corporate economic enterprise in America. For 
he believes that the basic strength of the country lies in the 
productive results which follow when many men are free to 
make their own decisions. 


As part of this same aim, a trimmed-down federal budget 


brought gradually toward balance must inevitably be en- 
visaged.

All these things favor a lifting of restraints upon the 


'freedom of the individual and the economy as a whole, and 
a corresponding contraction of the area of government con- 
trol. Yet the president does not mean by these proposals to 
suggest that he would thereby abandon the average Ameri- 
can to the cold winds of chance.'

He recognizes that in this difficult age, when not only

U. S. armed forces, extension of the President's authority 
to call up the reserves and several measures affecting the 
pay; allowances and dependents' benefits for American 
servicemen and women are among the more important 
military measures before the new Congress. 


At the present time the legally authorized strength of 


the U. S. military establishment is set at 2,005.000 men 
maximum. 
This was waived by Congress under the 


Korean emergency until July 30, 1954. Under this waiver 
the strength has been built up to approximately 3.500.000. 


It would of course be impossible to cut the force by 


1,500,000 men in the next seven months. The Department 
of Defense is therefore recommending that the 2.005.000 
maximum be waived until July 30, 1958. This would give 
the Army, Navy and Air Force time to reorganize in an 
orderly manner under the "new-look!' appraisal of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, in which the air arm would be built 
up and the land and sea arms somewhat reduced. 


The Truman administration, through Defense Man- 


power Director Anna Rosenberg, on the last day in office, 
sent Congress a recommendation for a straight eight per 
cent military pay increase. Congress took no action in 
1953. 
But if the armed forces can be reduced by 330.000 


men through reorganization, money would be made avail- 
able for this pay increase on a budget the same size as 
this year's.

PAY INCREASE FIGURED AT $500 MILLION 


In addition to the straight eight per cent pay in- 


crease, Rep. James E. Van Zandt has proposed a "cost- 
of-living" increase for the armed forces.

What, 
if anything, is recommended to Congress is being held 
up for final presidential decision.

Forrest Sherman's widow would receive only $75 a month 
under existing law. 


The government now has its national service fife in-

and no determinations have been made on whether the 
government should pay peacetime benefits in time Of 
emergency.

CWIMITTEES WILL BE BUSY ALL YEAR 


A number of other Department of Defense legislative 


measures will keep the Congressional Armed Services 
Committees busy all year. 


The President's authority to call up all ready re- 


serves, other than doctors, expired on July 1, and must 
be renewed. 
The present ceiling of 1,500,000 reserves 


may have to be lifted. 


The contract authority of the armed services under 


the First War Powers act has been extended on a year- 
to-year basis in the past. Department of Defense wants 
it continued. A side issue here is Sen. Edward Thye's 
amendment to permit this authority to be used for the 
relief of small business. It has never been used. 


The Missing Persons act expires Feb. 1, 1954. Some 


2500 Korean casualties will not have been officially de 
clared dead by this time. Temporary authority to con 
tinue pay and allotments of missing persons is consid 
ered necessary. 


Hanging over from the last session of Congress are a 


number of matters on which Department of Defense 
would like to get action. 
They include: Creation of an 


Air Force Academy; supply of equipment for Civil Air 
Patrol; settlement of claims for acts of U. S. military 
personnel overseas, and relief of disbursing officers whose 
accounts are out of balance, for which there has been no 
authority since 1948. Increasing the authority to settle 
foreign claims against the U. S. armed services from the 
present $5 000 limit to $15,000. 


Still before the Budget Bureau are proposals for such 


new legislation as this: A uniform ration bill for the 
three armed services, made necessary by the Department 
of Defense unification. Renewal of the Werry amendment 
to the Federal Housing act expiring June 30, to facilitate 
housing construction at defense posts. Exemption from 
the Fair Labor Standards act for emloyes of the Defense 
establishment in U. S. territories and possessions.

Rule Will Settle Argument 


By OSWALD JACOBV 


The average person who plays 


a card game doesn't understand 
why rules are usually very strict 
6n such things as cutting, turning 
up a card accidentally, showing a 
card, and so on. The chief reason 
is that a strict rule is the simplest 
device for settling an argument. 


For example, consider the ques 


Uon sent in by a Kansas reader 
"May a player rearrange his cards 
if he has put them down on the 
table but has not yet discarded? 
The other evening one of my oppo^ 
nents put down some cards that he 
could have played on a aamba, and 
before he discarded his partner 
called his attention to that fact. 


"The player quickly moved one 


card to the samba and rearranged 
hia other two cards in that meld. 
He claimed that he had the right 
to do so because he had not yet 
completed his play by di»carding. 
Was this right?" 


The answer is easy, but it's diffi- 


cult to enforce a rule unless the 
players understand the reason lor 
it. The arrangement in illegal. As 
«oon as cards are put down on the 
tab! a in a legal meld, they must 
stay down in exactly that form. 
And now let's see why this is a Just 
and necessary rule. 


To begin with, your partner isn't 


allowed to consult with you on the 
proper way of maiding. You make 


your own plans, unaided by his 
advice. The only permissible con- 
sultation is an answer to tne ques- 
tion "May I go out?" 


Now, suppose you put your cards 


down as a meld and your partner 
merely looks startled or displeased. 
He hasn't sai'd a word, anfi h 
hasn't intended to consult 
with 


you; but he has certainly indicate) 
that something is amiss with you 
meld. You take a second look a 
your meld and see that there is 
better way of arranging the cards 
If you were allowed to do so, the 
effect is that your partner has ad 
vised you. 


You can just imagine what hap. 


pens in a lax game. The players 
get into a fierce argument. The 
melder says that he didn't see his 
partner's face. The partner says 
that he didn't move a muscle or 
even raise an eyebrow. Then some- 
body asks if anybody is question- 
ing his truthfulness. From this 
point on nobody can back down, 
and nobody will be satisfied. 


All of this is avoided if the rules 


are strictly enforced. The player 
sn't allowed to rearrange his 
melds and nobody has to wonder 
whether his partner batted an eye- 
ash.

Eagles Make 
Annual Visit 
To Illinois 


ROCK ISLAND, 111. IB-Ameri- 


can eagles, not often seen in Illi- 
nois, are making their annual visit 
to this area in greater numbers 
than usual this year. 


Bird watchers reported this week 


that at least 50 eagles are soaring 
over the Mississippi and Rock Ri- 
vers between Milan, just south of 
Rock Island, and LeClaire, 20 miles 
to the north. 


Eagles come to this area every 


January. They are en route south 
and follow open patches of water 
in search of food. 


Eagles are fish lovers but aren't 


very adept at catching them, a 
spokesman for the Tri-City Bird 
Club said. So they let gulls do 
their work. The eagles watch for 
the gulls to catch fish. When they 
do. the eagle swoops cJown on the 
gull. Frightened, it drops the fish 
and the eagle grabs it. 


The eagles usually stay in this 


vicinity as long as there are open 
patches of water. When the river 
f r e e z e s completely, they fly 
further south.

Eleven Protestant churches in 


Dixon will conduct a census here 
Feb. 21 to determine the number 
of residents who do not attend a 
church m the community. 


The census is part of the Nation- 


al Christian Teaching mission to 
enroll more people in Protestant 
churches. 


Aims of the mission were ex- 


plained Monday night before an 
audience of about 200 persons gath- 
ered in the Methodist church, rep- 
resenting the 11 churches. 


Dr. Paul L. Sturges, Chicago, di- 


rector of educational evangelism. 
National Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, outlined the 
program. 


Four Phases 


Dr. Sturges said the mission here 


and throughout America is divided 
into four distinct phases, self study, 
the census, fellowship cultivation 
and program enlargement and en 
richment. 


He contended the mission pre> 


sents a new strategy on the part 
of Protestant churches to bring 
people into the church, reversing 
the time-worn methods. 


The new method is based on 


Christian fellowship, gaining a per- 
son's interest in " a u x i l i a r y " 
church organizations first and then 
in the church itself. 


Under the "self-study" phase, 


auxiliary church groups evaluate 
their ability to interest people in 
their organizations and finally win 
them to the church. 


The second phase is the census. 


In Dixon, some 500 census takers 
from the 11 churches will canvass 
the community on Feb. 21 from 2 
p.m. to 4 p.m. 


It is estimated that the number 


of persons who do not attend 
churches here more than equal 
those who do, Sturges said. 


Will Distribute Names 


The names of those who do not 


attend church regularly are to be 
distributed among the various aux- 
liary groups of Dixon's churches. 


These groups will take on the 


>ersonal responsibility of bringing 
jersons outside the church into the 
'old by assimilating them through 
nterest in the auxiliary organiza- 
Jon first. 


The term auxiliary organization 


pertains to the church fellowships, 
study groups and social organiza- 
tions sponsored by i n d i v i d u a l 
churches. 


Having persons join these groups 


becomes part of the "fellowship" 
cultivation phase of the mission. It 
nvolves the' psychology of first 
acquainting i n d i v i d u a l s with 
iiurch members before springing 
he question of church member- 
ship, 


iturges Mid the greatest thing, 


to offer in a Christian church is 
Christian fellowship, that without 
fellowship interest would not be so 
keen in the church. 


The lists of non-churth people 


become lesponsibility lists and not 
prospect lists of the auxiliary or- 


ganizations. Church groups become 
trustees in the effort to bring peo- 
ple to Christ and not salesmen, 
Sturges added. 


Explains Program 


A program of enlargement and 


enrichment is the fourth phase of 
the movement. Auxiliary groups 
should find out where their pro- 
grams are weak, uninviting and to 
make up for that through enlarge- 
ment and enrichment. 


The idea is not to add new 


church organizations but to put the 
old ones to work, he contended. 


Sturges added this new cooper- 


ative program is the corporate 
answer to membership problems 
of churches in cities where there 
are people on the move. 


He said the National Christian

Republicans Want Early 
Vote on T-H Law Change 


Democratic Congressmen 
Call Tactic Dictatorial 


WASHINGTON <* — Republican 


plans to speed consideration of 
President Eisenhower's proposals 
for revising the Taft-Hartley labor 
law today drew Democratic cries 
of 
"dictatorial and steamroller 


tactics." 


The Republican majority of the 


Senate Labor Committee, headed 
by Chairman H. Alexander Smith 
of New Jersey, moved to dispense 
with hearings and to bring the Ei- 
senhower program to an early vote 
in the committee. 


Smith, who introduced legislation 


to carry out'the 14-point program 
right after it reached Capitol Hill 
Monday, said lengthy hearings last 
year fully covered the issues In- 
volved. 


Want Mitchell Called 


But committee Democrats, led 


by Sen. Murray of Montana, said 
that Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
should be called to explain the 
recommendations. If the Republic- 
ans refuse to do this, Murray con- 
tended, it would mean "they are 
trying to ram 
this down our 


throats." 


On the other side of the Capitol, 


Rep. McConnell (R-Pa), chairman 
of the House Labor Committee, 
called the Eisenhower recommend- 
ations a "moderate approach" to 
the problem. 


A major point in the Eisenhower 


program was a recommendation 
that Congress require a govern- 
ment • sponsored election 
workers to determine whether they 
approve of a strike. 


Smith's bill proposed that such 


a vote be taken under National 
Labor Relations Board supervision 
after a strike had begun. 


Under Smith's bill, a majority 


of all eligible workers—not Just 
UIOM voting—would have to ap- 


prove the walkout. In cases where 
a walkout failed to get the re- 
quired majority support, workers 
who failed to return to work could 
be fired. 


Calls It "Weapon" 


Murray termed this "a strike- 


breaking weapon." Some other 
senators said it would strengthen 
democracy in unions and help- 
guarantee rank-and-file control. 


Perhaps the outstanding excep- 


lidn was Eisenhower's proposal 
that boards of inquiry, set up by 
presidential appointment to study 
national emergency disputes, be 


empowered to make specific rec- 
ommendations 
for settling these 


disputes. 


This proposal appeared likely to 


encounter 
resistance, 
especially 


from the management side. 


The President also told Con- 


gress Monday the law 
should 


be changed to "make clear that the 
several states and territories, when 
confronted 'with emergencies en- 
dangering the health or safety of 
their citizens, are not, through any 
conflict with the federal law, . . . 
deprived of the right to deal with 
such emergencies." . 


Two Southern Democrats—Sen. 


Lyndon Johnson of Texas, the Sen- 
ate Democratic leader, and Sen. 
Russell (D-Ga)—hailed this "states 
rights" recommendation.

Northeast 
Snowbound; 
Cold Follows 


NEW YORK <*~The northeast 


dug out of its worst snowstorm in 
five years today, as clearing skies 
brought a forecast of increasingly 
cold weather. 
' 


The storm, which started Sun- 


day afternoon, caused at least 60 
deaths and deposited up to a foot 
of snow in some sections. 


The Weather Bureau here said 


the storm was moving in a north 
easterly direction along the ,New 
England coast and out to sea. 


However, the bureau warned that 


a wave of freezing air was waiting 
to move in on the area from the 
Northwest and Canada as soon as 
the snowstorm is gone. 


Snow In Georgia 


Sleet extended as far south as 


North Carolina Monday. There was 
snow in Georgia. 


North of Washington. D. C,, the 


sleet coated heavy snowdrifts with 
a treacherous icy surface, crippled 
traffic and brought accidents on 
roads, streets and sidewalks. Add- 
ing to the death toll were sledding 
mishaps and heart attacks.

Snow flurries* still drifted down

Record 10 Inches 


Up to a foot of snow piled up 


in some places Monday. Philadel- 
phia had 10 inches, its heaviest in 
seven years. New York recorded 
a 10-inch blanket as of 7:05 a.m. 


Temperatures plunged, hitting 27 


below zero in_ one spot in Maine. 


City employes worked to clear 


streets. New York City's garbage 
pickups were forgotten with the 
8,000-man sanitation force attack- 
ing the snow piles. 


Schools were closed in rural Del- 


aware, Philadelphia, New Haven. 
Conn., and some other places. 


The same was true of some In- 


dustrial plants, among. them the 
Republic Aviation Corp., installa- 
tions on Long Island, with 23.000 
employes, and the General Motors 
Corp., plant at Linden, N. J., with 
2.000. Ft. Monmouth, N. J., sent 
home its civilian employes early; 
so did the Prudential Insurance 
Co. in Newark, N. J.

west also reported biting cold with 
a low of. 32 degree^ below zero 
at International Falls, Minn.
